¥ HAT DO YOU consider that the 
} ‘yi world is seeking most of all? It seeks 
freedom from limitation, release from 
those heavy thoughts to which men 
find themselves in bondage. Mankind is so in- 
clined to place limitations upon itself! Men 
easily succumb to limited beliefs, and spend 
lifetimes bound by self-imposed limitations. 
Possibly at the time of their greatest ex- 
tremity, when they are fettered and bound in 
such a manner that life presents a picture of 
utter bondage, the message of Truth—the light 
of freedom!—comes to them. They begin to 
see a faint possibility that, after all, there is 
some grand mistake about this matter of bond- 
age. They perceive the faint glimmer of light, 
the truth of their own inherent freedom! 
Jesus came to humanity to bring us the 
Christ message of freedom—of liberation from 
heavy thoughts, from mental burdens, from 
physical bondage and distress, from worry over 
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supply. His was the gospel of freedom, His 
the message of liberty. Even the very thought 
or recollection of His coming to mankind con- 
veys to us the impression that mental burdens 
and physical distress dropped and disappeared 
from those among whom He moved, to whom 
His message was conveyed. 

Truth is, indeed, a liberator. The truth of 
love is freedom from hate and fear; the truth of 
health and strength, freedom from bondage to 
disease and weakness. The Christ message 
came to man as salvation from the cares and 
bondage of a false philosophy. 

Why during prayer are many persons re- 
lieved of worry, ill health, and the belief in fail- 
ure? Why do they find relief and cure through 
prayer? Because therein they exchange the 
false belief in, and the untrue picture of, them- 
selves as being under the weight of burdens, 
mental or physical, for the true picture of them- 
selves beheld in the garden of prayer. They ex- 
change their fetters for freedom. In the higher 
mental and spiritual realms they behold them- 
selves as unfettered and unbound. 

Why does religion—practical Christianity— 
give peace to its followers? Because, in the 
mind, worry is released as the earnest seeker 
grasps for Christ. He accepts new values in 
life. The old adverse beliefs lose value and 
power in his estimation. The power of Christ 
—Truth, love, life—becomes omnipotent to him. 

Yes, the world seeks most of all freedom 
from limitation, such as release from worry and

disease. We as students of the Truth of Christ 
know the secret of this freedom. We know 
how to correct our thinking, how to exchange 
worry for peaceful thoughts, how to substitute 
health for disease. This we do through rising 
to those spiritual heights where adversity loses 
its reality and power, where the Christ in us— 
the spiritual Truth about ourselves—is all that 
exists. 

The first step to freedom comes through our 
realization that the sense of bondage that we 
feel is primarily mental. Most assuredly free- 
dom must come first in mind. Mental irrita- 
tion is the “thorn in the flesh.” It is the prime 
offender, and it may clamp down upon the in- 
dividual’s freedom until he admits that he is in 
bondage. When he seeks freedom, he must 
cease to admit that he is bound by any adverse 
belief. He must seek freedom in mind. 

As we say, “Unfettered and unbound,” these 
very words seem to carry with them a total re- 
lease from bondage. Mental shackles and phys- 
ical bonds are broken. We seem to pass out of 
a world of tension, bondage, and hardship into 
one of absolute freedom. We seem to be lifted 
up into heaven. 

Truth is distinctly the message of freedom, 
the deliverance from every form of bondage. 
Since perception of Truth is a mental or spirit- 
ual operation, the cure for bondage must take 
place in a mental or spiritual manner. 

“Unfettered and unbound!” This is the 
voice of your soul now shouting its victory.

nem HE SUNNY-MINDED Christian is a 

challenge to all those who have failed 
to perceive the sunshine in religion. To 
him is given the privilege of revealing 
that which has seemed to be hidden from the 
eyes of his fellows in their search for Truth. 
Revealing a new Christian doctrine? Yes, a 
presentation of Christianity which, to some, is 
entirely new. Better still, revealing in his 
countenance the truth that he is happier and 
healthier simply because he has found the reli- 
gion of life, love, freedom, health, and success. 


Formerly there seemed to be little difference 
between those who were Christians and those 
who were not, if for proof of this statement we 
are to compare the lives of those coming under 
the two classifications. In fact, at one time, be- 
ing a Christian seemed to stamp a person with 
some sort of stigma of anemia, indifference, or 
defeat.

sized. 


Happiness comes when a person perceives 
that nothing in all the world can defeat him, 
when he realizes that there is something within 
him that joyfully sings regardless of circum- 
stances.

The last half century has seen optimistic 
Christianity coming to the fore. Joy and health 
have followed wherever its message has been 
taught. Bright faces and sunny hearts have 
characterized those who believe its truths. Con- 
verts come to it easily because already they 
know it by its fruits. 

Life, indeed, would be a gloomy proposition 
without sunshine. Quite as dull would be that 
religion or philosophy whose adherents bore the 
earmarks of gloom, ill health, and defeat. Yet 
in these dear ones the individual with a sunny 
disposition would cause a feeling of resistance, 
the belief that he did not belong, that his reli- 
gion was spurious. 

We think of Jesus at times as having had 
hardships, just as we ourselves have trials until 
we make our demonstration over them. Then, 
somehow, Jesus ceases to be recalled to our 
mind as a man of sorrows. We are more in- 
clined to remember the Christ within Him as 
some sort of radiant spirit of victory! The 
true mental picture that we carry of Him is one 
in which He walked among men and radiated 
the light of His high spiritual consciousness. 
He was both man and God. He came not to 
show us the sorrows of mankind, but to reveal 
the joy and the victory of Godhood. 

Were we to look to Jesus solely for what 
His human experiences represent to us, we 
should but be on a level with those who con- 
stantly have sorrows and crucifixions. Accept- 
ing Him for what He is—Teacher, God, Master, 
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Physician, and Victor—we acknowledge the 
God in Him, and find in Him the Elder Brother 
who leads us into the conscious beholding of 
our own peace, joy, health, and victory. 

Those who can imagine the contentment 
and joy of Jesus Christ in experiencing oneness 
with God can never doubt that He carried 
within Him such a conviction of joy that it 
could never pass away. With this in mind, can 
we any longer think of Him as other than 
sunny-minded? Can His followers, those who 
find the joy of God within their hearts, be other 
than light-hearted? Can we question the legiti- 
macy of happiness in Christianity? Can those 
whose thoughts are unified with the mind of 
Christ have other than joyful thoughts? 

Those who find in Christianity a source of 
happiness find a wellspring that can never be 
depleted. The very Spirit of Christ is an inex- 
haustible fountain of joy. Those who find it 
within them find joy all about them, too. There 
is no place where joy is lacking to the person 
who has found happiness within himself, hidden 
at the very heart of his being. 

Do you accept the religion of Christ, the 
religion of joy, in all its fullness? If you do, 
then your joy henceforth is assured. As a fol- 
lower of Christ you follow in His footsteps, as 
He in His radiant, triumphant, ascendant being 
goes forward in the joy of knowing God.

od. 


When we know that God is in us, in our 
mind, in our every thought of Truth, then we 
shall be free from worry and from those haunt- 
ing thoughts that jeopardize our peace of mind. 
If only God—peace, love, Truth—is in our 
thoughts, then heaven is indeed near to us. Then 
heaven is in our midst, and we are in it. 


When some friend comes to us for help, 
pouring out some long, vivid, and graphic tale 
of horror, attempting to make real the so-called 
power of evil, we can wipe out the belief by ris- 
ing to spiritual consciousness and knowing, 
“ ‘Surely God is in thee!’ Certainly He alone is 
in thy midst. His Truth, His peace, and His 
love rule supreme.” In this way we help him 
to correct his thought and to know the truth of 
God’s indwelling presence.

Surely only God is in me. Let us affirm this 
truth, knowing that the presence of God within 
us removes our every belief in hate, fear, worry, 
and their fellows. All the problems that center 
around our environment and our associates can 
be solved through the application of this truth. 
As we know that God is in us and He is in our 
associates, then all personal animosity is put to 
flight. In time of personal disturbances we can 
say, Surely only God is in me and “surely God 
is in thee.” 

When disease and contagion cause those 
about us to be afraid, shall we cease to know 
the Truth? Shall we think that God must abdi- 
cate His throne upon the insistence of disease? 
Shall we think that both God and disease can 
abide in the same place at the same time? When 
an individual in prayerful thought realizes that 
surely God is in him, does he not summon the 
power of God to his aid? Is not God with him 
when he realizes the truth of God’s presence 
and power? 

The truth that God is in us is a refutation 
of the race belief that He is separated from us, 
away from us, or at any time withholding Him- 
self from us. The statement, “Surely God is in 
thee,” is most definite. It begins with a most 
positive assurance and makes a most certain 
identification between God and the individual. 
There is no provision in it for any situation 
wherein God is not in us. 

“But,” you question, “surely God is not in 
us when we are filled with fear, hate, and dis- 
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ease. What about this?” Now, in order for 
man to find his way out of the maze of incor- 
rect thinking, he must accept the Truth of God. 
He can only correct his thought by establishing 
in his mind that which is true, true about his 
relation to God, Infinite Being. He must give 
up the hallucination of fear and the mesmer- 
ism of disease for the incontrovertible Truth of 
God. He must be willing to give up the belief 
that fear and disease are in him for the truth 
that God alone abides there. 


In many respects the savage lives in terror 
—terrors within him and terrors about him. 
It belongs to civilized man, the Christian, to un- 
mask fear, hate, and disease. His duty is to be- 
hold the nothingness of adverse thought. To 
him is revealed the truth that God alone is in 
him. 


What a world is revealed to us when we are 
sure of this mighty truth—what a world of 
peace, love, and health! What a blessing to live 
in an age when this priceless truth is revealed 
to us! What a joy to know that God is within 
us—God, our peace, our life, and our substance! 


When tempted the next time to think of ad- 
versity or adverse conditions, turn your 
thought to God within you. Claim fulfillment 
of the promise that He is in you. Surely He 
will not fail to be Himself or to be within and 
about you when you call upon Him.

Do you think of: your life as something apart 
from Universal Being?

something that is affected by outer conditions? 
Then know the truth that life is your unity with 
Spirit. You cannot in truth live apart from 
universal life. 

The unity between mind, Spirit, and body 
must be maintained. When the individual fails 
to grasp this truth, when a separation is made 
between mind and Spirit on one hand and body 
on the other, death is brought about. The body 
is cut off from life. The unity is broken.

Jesus was a man who became conscious 
of His Christliness, His divine sonship, just as 
you need to be conscious of yours, and can be 
We, too, have “power to become the sons of 
God.” A son of God is neither unholy nor un- 
healthy, but is the expression of the holiness 
and healthiness of indwelling Spirit. 

You are born of God—a child masculine or 
feminine—regardless of what you consider 
yourself to be. Your opinion does not change 
God’s idea of you. You only limit yourself and 
delay the time of your coming into full con- 
sciousness of your divine sonship. Eventually 
your full sonship will manifest. Such is God’s 
decree for you.
